The hainouſneſs of his Crime 

was Burglary, upon which, if there were got a 

ſtri& hand of Juſlice, no perſou could be fa'e 

in his Dwelling : As he was in the flower of his 

Youth, a better fate might have attended bim 3 

but his own was ſo great, that he could not be 


pardoned. He confeſſed the lewdaeſs of his 
A 2 Youth, 


but Vanity ard ill Company overccming him, 
had brought him to that evil End. He took 
very patiently the Exhortations of the Miniſters 
that viſited him, and ſhewed very great: ma! ks 
of Penitence at his death , defiring all the tan 
ders by to pray for him. 

. 0. and L. T. for breaking into- a houſe at 
Kentiſh town, and Feloniovſly taking away ſe- 
« veral pieces of Cloth. The Crime which theſe 

— committed was the ſame with the former ; Eut 
as they bad been longer at the trade, ſo, theſe 
were the more hardned ; the former b<ing of a 
goud Family, had drawn on the lztrer to his 
Contederate. As they had been accuſtomed 
to lewd Cuurles , they were the more 
hardened in their ends 5 neither is it pcflible 
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ſhould give a good accoount of all that die for 
their Crimes, . However , they feem'd ro be 
both very penite't all the time they were in

{laiv, they did their endeavour to ſatisfie Hea +

During their continuance 1a Newgate, they 
were vificed by (cveral Miniſters, who wich moſt 
patheiical Exhortations laid before them the 
Hainouſneſs of their Off:nces, adviſing them to 
repent, forthat it was high time, they being up- 
on the very briak of Crernity. 

They remembred them of the ſad condition 
they were in, as being doomed todie. by the fe- 
vere Scntence of Juſticez that there was no 
heres of longer lifz 1a this world, yet that there 
was a means left to (erve them an Everlaſting 
lite in the next, and that jt was an unl{pcakavie 
Mercy that they had ſo much time {par d them to 
make their peace with Heaven, 

T heſe pious Exhortations wrought much up- 
on R, 0. and he continued very penitent con- 
feſling that he was as free to dyeasto live, were 
it not for his wife and Childrea, lamentiag more 
thern,that they ſhould be the offspring of luc a 
Parent, deſiring his friends to take care {oto In- 


ſtrut them, that their Fathers end might. not- 


me.

" ners, they went not without hopes of mercy to 
the place of Execution, being all extreamly 
enicent and freely refigning themalelves into

3. D. a little boy about 14 years of age, for 


fer muriteripga Citizen and Silkiman in Milk-{treet, 


which he confeſſed : Young ia years but old in 
wickedneſs; yet h:d he been older he could not 
havebcen more lenfible ef his faCt, nor more ap: 
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prehenfive of his approaching death, nothing 
more troubled him 1n the Priſon, than that he © 
was ſo dye ſo early, and that he had ſo ſoon ime 7 
bru'd bis hands in blood, this youth had not ma- 
ny words to expreſs himſelf, but he ſupply'd 
that defect with his tears, weeping continually, 
eſpecially when his friends or the Miniſter came 
to prepare him for aacther Life, to whom he 
wept bitterly, acknowledying the ſmall Follics 
that his youth had been guilty of, more eſpeci- 
ally, he contciicd to his Father how he had been 
uſed to ſpead his m+2y at play with kis Compa- 
nionss when he was {ent to reecive any parcel of 
mony: and that he had ſcyc;al rimes taken his 
mony for that pur ps. 1115 carriage co his death 
was the ſame, though vor with 1ny great prepa- 
ration, which could not be expetted from his 
years, ? 

G. F. for robbing upon the High way, and 
firing a Piſtol at a Watch man, when he was ta- * 


the Piſtol away; but the Robbery being prov'd, 
and for ſeveral other faults :he was condemned 
to die, He was a ſtout Robber, and. as he had 
committed many Crimes, which deſerv'd the ut- 
moſt ſeverity of the Law,he ſhewed no great Ke» 
morſe, neither at his Trcyal nor at his death, 
W.rY. was taken with a bag of Gilts about 
-bim, which are great and ſmall Picklock-keyes 
2nd other Inſtruments fit for that purpole : the 
Fatt being proved by a woman that came in a- 
gainſt him, that he was the man that broke on

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her Cheſt, and had Wo away a parcel of mo- 
ney toa Conſiderable value 5 and he deivg burnt 
in the hand before and theſe Iaſtruments being 
found about him, he was fouad guilty and coun» 
demncd to die. He roby'd the man at the 
W ool-ſack in Bonnds-ditch, an Ale huuſe kee- 
per, of twelve pounds in money, and two Silvers 
tankards, often f:cquenting the houſe, a:.d ta- 
king 21 opportunity to lip intv the man of the 
houſe his Bzd chamber. | 

Anothertime he came into the Buli-head neer 
St. Danflan's church , called for a double Sil- 
ver Tankard of Ale, and when the Draw2r was 
gone he threw the Drink ia the Chimny and 
vent away with the Tankard, He was a per- 
ſon of an obſcure Birth, and confeſſed himſelf 
to be a Thief, which was a> more than was well 
knows before. 

R.C, for Felony and Burglary committed by 
him and ſome others in #hite chappel, and others 
making their eſcape, and he onely taken; the 
FaG being proved again(t him, he is likewiſe to 
die, If itwere true that he confeſſed he deſer- 
ved ſome pity, for he ſaid he had not been long 
at the trade, jt being the third time that he had 
been an offeader, though not taken till the third 
time 5 and it ſcems probably becauſe he was the 
onely perſonleft ig the lurch, he pretended that 
being a Button-mould-maker, his Work-maſter 
broke, which drove himto neceſlity, that neceſ- 
fity into ill Company, and ill Company to his 

end; for which he was very penitent.
